Mrs. Dunne, wife of the governor, 
was present and sat in the picture as

lady oi' the state. Mrs. George 
"Wilbur Trout,-Mrs. Sherman M. Booth 
and Miss Antoinette Punk, the suf- 
frage crusaders who labored in Spring- 
field for a week to get the bill passed, 
appeared at the governor's ofilce.

twenty-three, and 
three sons, aged 
eighteen, fourteen and ten years, wero 
all dead. The bodies of all except that 
of the oldest son, Leslie, were found 
lying In their beds, as If they had 
been murdered while they slept. 


The body of Leslie was found be- 
fore the fireplace, with a shotgun be- 
side It. A gun was also found beside 
the charred body of Mr. Jacobs and 
an ax near the body of another of the 
boys. 


The skulls of Mrs, Jacobs and the 
daughters were crushed as if by a 
heavy blow, and blood was found be- 
neath the other bodies. The mattress 
upon which the youngest boy lay was 
soaked with blood.

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INCE negotiations nave already been 
opened by the management of 
the 
Panama exposition and commonwealth 
of California with the city of Philadel- 
phia to obtain the Liberty Bell as one 
of the exhibits for that occasion, and 
since It seems that the crack in the 
bell Is extending, a definite settlement 
of the' question as to whether the relic 
should be permitted to travel any more appears to 
be about due, und just now, when the anniversary 
of the nation's Independence is upon us. Is a rea- 
sonable time for discussion of the matter. 


Wilfred Jordan, curator of the Independence 
Hall Museum, measured the second crack before 
the bell's last journey and then measured it again 
aiter its return. 
He found that it had increased 
in length to a slight degree. 


No one knows just when this second crack 
occurred, and opinions differ; but compared to 
Uie old crack ii is of recent origin and is dis- 
tinctly visible. Mr. Jordan, however, was Ihe Jlrst 
to call attention to a long and almost invisible 
extension of the second crack and flnds that it 
now reaches one-third Avay around the bell, from 
the end of the old original fracture, which was 
chiseled out in 1846 in an attempt to make the 
beil sound properly. 


Putting an end to the bell's pilgrimages would 
in no sense at all be due to a disinclinntion of 
the people or councils of Philadelphia to allow the 
west to view and pobsess the sacred relic even 
for a short time, 
indeed Philadelphia would be 
only too glad to send it, for since the bell has 
already helped by its travels to lessen the sec- 
tional feelings between the north and south, BO U 
would help unite the citizens of our republic who 
Jive on the Atlantic seaboard with those who live 
on the Pacific. 


Little do either sections realize how intimately 
the bell is connected with the consummation of 
our nation, early political ideals and with the 
fondest of its impulses in Colonial days. This old 
bronsse relic not only helped to proclaim Inde- 
pendence, but for years befoj'e 1776 rang Joud to 
celebrate the hopes of the people and rang low 
to Intone their woes! 
Upon its sides is this inBcrlption: 
••And proclaim libei'ty throughout all the land 
unto all the Inhabitants thereof/' -Lev. 25. 10. A 
strange Providence indeed wrote that inscription 
on its crown many years before its throbbing 
clangors and melodious eloquence had uught at 
all to do with liberty! 


Announcing proclamations of v/av and treaties 
of peace; welcoming the arrival and bidding Uod* 
speed to departing notables; proclaiming some 
accession of the Kngllsh royal 
family 
to

can colonies!

sylvania together at the jnornUig and aUeruoon 
fcesslons and to m^nouUtt ti t openinij of the 
courts. 


Despite the fact that the Liberty Bell is one 
of the most treasured of national relics. It Is not 
originally an American product, but a foreign im- 
portation; and imported from England, too, where 
It was first cast accc ding to the order given In 
October, 1751, by the superintendents of the state 
house of the Province of Pennsylvania—now Inde- 
pendence Hall. 


Thomas Lester of White Chapel, London, cast 
the bell, and by August, 1752, It arrived in Phila- 
delphia and was erected on trusses in the state 
house yard. 
While being tolled and tested early 
in September of the same year It was cracked by 
the clapper, though by no unusually 
poweiful 
stroke. 
Concerning this accident, Isaac Morris 
wrote. March 10, 1753: 


"Though the news of our new bell cracking is 
not very agreeable to us, we concluded to send it 
back by Captain Hudden. who had brought ft from 
l-K3ndon last August, but he could not take it on 
board, upon wliich two ingenious workmen under- 
took to cast it here, and I am just now informed 
they have this day opeued the mould and have 
got a good bell, which, I confess, pleases me very 
much, that we should first venture upon and suc- 
ceed in the greatest bell cast, for aught 1 know, 
in Kngllsh America. 
The mould was finished in 
a very masterly manner, and the letters, I am 
told, are better than (on) the old one. 
When we 
broke up the metal our judges here generally 
aijreed it was too high and brittle, ond cast sev* 
eral little bells out of it to try the sound and 
strength, and fixed upon a mixture of an ounce 
and a half of copper to the pound of the old bell, 
and in this proportion wo now have it." 


Herman Pass, from the Island of Malta, and 
Jacob Stow, a son of Charles Stow, the doorkeep- 
er of the assembly, were the two ingenious work- 
men referred to in the above letter. 
After the 
second casting of the bell it was again hung and 
tested in the spring of 1753. 
More defects were 
soon found, however. 
The American 
casters, 
Pass and Stow, who were not bell founders by 
trade at all, had put too much copper In the metal 
so that its bound was Impaired. 
Disappointed 
with that failure anil alsr nettled at the gibes of 
their townsmen concerning it, they asked permis- 
sion to cast the bell a second lime. 
Thomas Les- 
ter, the original maker of it, also offered his 
services, but the authorities decided to allow 
Pass and Stow to proceed again, and thus the 
third and present casting was made, and again 
the bell was raised; this lime In the state house 
steeple Itself. That operation was completed by 
the end of August of 1753. when the American 
Ciisters were paid i^GO 33s. 5d. for their labors. 


Then began its chimes, August 21, 1753, when 
it called the assembly together, ringing out the 
old, ringing In the new. r^oundjng its melodies for 
innumerable public 
private 
events 
during 
more than four-c-ccr-e oi years. 


The first lndj\id. al for whom It rang was Frank- 
Jin: sent "lioijjt : 
Ki. land" to ask redress for 
the fi2,'>vances of the colonies in February. 1757- 


The bell echoed the hopes of the people's hearts 
and Its melodious "Bon Voyage" sounded over the 
Delaware as he sailed aw^y. 


When the i^laning and splitting mills were 
cloBjed and the manufacture of Iron and steel prod- 
ucts was prohibited by acts of parliament in 
Pennsylvania and the king's arrow was affixed 
upon pine trees and the trade of the colonies in 
all parts of the world restrained, the bell was 
again tolled to assemble the people in the state 
house yard to protest against such outrages. 


Thus did the bell, long before the Revolution, 
become the beloved symbol of truth and freedom, 
reinforcing with pugnacious and violent peals, the 
cry of determined citizens, in the largest political 
meeting held up to that time In the state house 
yard, that none of the ship "Polly's detestable 
tea," that had just been brought into the port, 
should be funneled down their throats with par- 
liament duty mixed with It." 


When the port of Boston was closed in May, 
3774, and the heart of the country was growing 
heavier with its affliction, the bell was once more 
carefully muffled and tolled In a solemn and pro- 
phetic manner, both to announce the closing of 
tlie port and. a little later, to call a meeting to 
relieve suffering in Boston on account of the 
restriction of its trade. 


As the conflict with England approached the 
bell was rung more and more; its use became a 
matter of course, and then, on April 25, 1775, 
Just after the reports came to Philadelphia of the 
liât tie of Lexington, it rang wildly to assemble 
8,0U0 people in the state house yard and to in- 
spire their souls to a resolution pledging their 
all to the cause of liberty. 


It rang also to assemble the Continental con- 
gress to its daily sessions, both at Carpenter's 
hall and Independence hall, and, finally, its crown- 
ing achievement, the one wild, defiant and joyful 
ringing that, more than all the previous reverbera- 
tions it made, gave it the sacred name of "The 
Liberty Bell," occurred on July 8 land not the 
4th, as is generally believed), after the Declara- 
tion of Independence had been adopted, 


This greatest of its jubilees called the citizens 
together in the yai*d to hear read in the stentorian 
tones of John Nixon the first public proclamation 
of the Declaration, and never did the old wooden 
rafters of the state house steeple rock and trem- 
ble with more sympathetic vibration than at this 
time. 


When returned to the old state house steeple 
again one of its first uses was to ring upon the 
announcement of the surrender of Lord Cornwal- 
lis. in October, 17bl, and In the following month 
to toll in welcoming Washington to the city. A 
year and a half later it helped to proclaim the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain, and in Decem- 
ber, 17i»9, it ^\a8 muffled for the first time in many 
years, though not to mourn for lost liberty or 
over tyrannical deeds, but to lend its almost 
hufched music to the funeral solemnities of W ash- 
inu-ion himself.

When a cheese

is served, 
cheese croquettes are quite the thing. 
Melt three tablespoonfuls of 
butter,

Bring to the boiling 
point and add the unbeaten yolks of 
two eggs; mix well and add a halt' 
cup of grated 
Gruyere cheese.

soon as the cheese is melted, 
take 
from the fire and fold In a cup of 
mild cheese cut in very small cubes. 
Season with salt and pepper, spread 
in a shallow pan and cool. 
When 
ready to shape into croquettes, turn 
on a board, shape, 
dip in 
egg and 
crumbs and fry in deep fat.

MEAT SIJBSTITUTES. 


Beans of different kinds 
are 
rich 
foods and may be made into most pal- 
atable difihes. 
Soak a pint of lima 
beans over night 
in cold 
water 
to 
cover. 
Drain and cook in boiling salt- 
ed water until soft. 
Again drain and 
dry in a towel, then saute in butter 
mitll brown. 
Turn into a hot serving 
dish and pour over one and a half 
cups of tomato sauce: 
Cook a quart 
can of tomatoes M'ith two slices of 
onion, eight pepper corns and a bit of 
bay 
leaf 
fifteen minutes, 
then 
rub 
through a puree strainer. 
Melt three 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add three ta- 
blesiKJonfuls of 
flour 
and stir 
until 
well blended, then pour on gradually 
until well blended, the tomato; bring 
to the boiling point, and if the toma- 
toes are very acid add a pinch 
of 
siodti. 
Season to taste. 


Eggs in all combination are good 
for a hearty dish, and v/heu combined 
with rice or macaroni are well bal- 
anced food, 
Add five 
or six 
hard 
cooked eggs, with 
a 
flavoring 
of 
cheese, to two cupfuls of cold cooked 
macaroni; butter the baking dish and 
put the macaroni and egg in layers; 
add sufliclent white sauce and season- 
ing, and cover with buttered crumbs 
and bake. 
A bit of onion 
Juice 
im- 
proves the dish. 


Macaroni and vjheese is another fa- 
vorite dish.

fresh mushrooms are most delicious.

Qat Cofnpany Manager Is Held aa t r 


Accessory 
Before 
and 
After 
the 


Criminal Operation, 
Harold Smith, general manager oí 
the Home Gas company, of Salisbury. 
Md.. was held by the coroner's jury 
an accessory before and after the 
fact to the Illegal operation that re- 
•ulted In the death of Florence Wain- 
wrlght. 


Smith, who Is about forty years old. 
married and prominent In business In 
Salisbury; was arrested and placed in 
the Wicomico county Jail, pending re- 
lease in 15000 bail. 


Florence 
Wainwrlght, 
twenty-four 
years old, was bookkeeper of the gas 
company. 
Her body was found In the 
office of the gas company on Friday 
night, June 20. 
A medical examina 
Uon showed that death had been caus. 
ed by an illegal operation performed a 
few hours before. 


Smith 
A as 
arrested by Roy B. 
Smith, the sheriff, In tho gas office and 
he was arraigned before Squire Cov- 
ington, also the acting coroner of Sal 
Isbury. 
The accused man sent for 
CJolouel Marlon Humphreys, managing 
director of the gas company, to enter 
bail for him. 


Smith declared that he was Innocent 
of the charge 
and that 
everything 
•would come out all right. 


Public opinion seems to have died 
down 
considerably with the arrest. 
Many of the residents of 
Salisbury 
who followed Smith up Main stree 
from the gas ofllce and to prison sale 
they were satisfied now that justice 
would be done. 


Mrs. Smith, wife of 
the accused 
man, was great!.• agitated when she 
learned of her husband's arrest, but 
declared she believes he could prove 
his Innocence. T! 
evidence agains 
Smith is all! circumstantial, but State's 
Attorney Bi^ll declared the chain was 
a strong one. 


The verdict of the coroner's jury oi 
which the warrant 
for Smith 
v/as 
based rsads substantially as follows, 
according to William S. Powell, one of 
the jurors: 


"We, the jury, find that 
Florence 
Walnwright came to her death in or 
about tlie ofllce of the Home Gas com- 
pany as the result of a criminal oper- 
ation 
performed, and hold 
Harold 
Smith accessory thereto both before 
and after the fact." 


"I drove them to the tall timber and 
I am satisfied/' said Powell. "I would 
never have signed the verdict If they 
had not put Harold Smith's name in 
it." 


Smith's name was freely used In the 
case since Miss Walnwright died. He 
lives In Camden avenue, 
Salisbury, 
with his wife and two children. 


Powell, the juror, explained 
some 
¡side lights of the inquest on Friday 
flight which are startling, if true. Ac- 
cording to Powell, the jurors were de- 
liberating when a verdict was sent to 
them asking them to sign it. 
It read 
In substance as follows, according tc 
Powell: 


"We, the jury, find that Florence 
Walnwright came to her death from 
ua operation at the hands of a person 
or persons unknown to this jury." 


Powell said he refused to sign the 
verdict, and that Ralph Williams, an 
other juror, also declined to be bound 
to the verdict. The state's attorney 
said he did not write out any verdict 
and no one can ho found to say wh( 
did. Powell does not know, he said 
where the verdict came from. 


"I stood alone in the fight," ho said, 
"the others being In favor of returning 
a verdict whitewashing the suspects 
and hushing up the affair. The inques 
was Improper from the fact that it was 
a star chamber affair. 
We had no 
Monev started to deliberate than we 
received what is termed a petition ask 
Jog us to bring In a.'blanket verdict 
covering up the facts of the case. The 
evidence, however, was clear on cer 
tain points, and I refused to yield from 
my position." 


Powell declared that the operatloi 
was performed in the gas office be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock In the afternoon 
pf June 20.
